the old-fash.oned ‘hen houses, and the 


and thefeeling is prevalent that to 
spend money on new fangled /.deas 
would be to put it mildly, an uncer- 
fain investment. 

The fact remains, however, tnat 
many of these old houses are entirely 
unsuited for the purpose for which 
they were tntended 4nd though fowls 
may live and lay in them, no hen 
can be expected to do her best tn un- 
sanitary, and uncomfortable’ surround 
ngs. Nor is there any necessity for 
this undesirable state of affairs to 
continue, since remodelling would oc- 
cupy but little time. while the ex- 
pense is merely nominal, 

It is not the intention at the pres- 
ent time, to attempt to cover this 
important subject in its entirety, but 
merely to point out in a general way 
what to aim for, and what to avoid 
when remodelling an old hen house, 
or constructing’a new one. 

In the first place, as to size. If 
{constructing a new house, it will be 
necessary to determine the size of the 
flock which it is intended to keep and 
build the house accordingly. In the 
mcs of an old house, the process is 

jto be necessarily reversed, and the 
size of the flock made to conform to 
that of the house. Above alt thinzs, 
don’t overcrowd, Jt is well to allow 
four square feet of floor spate for 
each bird is not by any means too 
much. In connection with overcrowd 
ing, “Safety First’ is a good motto 

Undoubtedly the best floor is a ev- 
ment one. The old earth floor is ex- 
cellent so long as ft Can be kept 
eWeet, but this is very difficult of ac- 
complishment, and, moreover, when 
the time employed in removing the 
sour earth and refilling once or twice 
ts taken into account, it wll be szen 
that the expense entailed would soon 
cover the expense of putting in ace- 
ment floor, Board floors are undesir- 
able, as they are not so sanitary as 
Cement, and besides, they furnish a 
hiding place for rats and other pes.ts. 

It is not always possible to sel:ct 
the best location for the house, t be 
location is, of course, already select- 
ed. Wherever this is possible, how- 
ever, it would be well to remember 
that a high and dry location, on a 
sandy soil, with a southern exposure 
would be most jikely to ensure that 
your house would be dry and san't- 
ary. In every case, the house should 
be so arranged as to admit the grea 
test amount of sunshine possible. 

As to the rest of it, so much \ de- 
pends upon other local conditions it 
is impossible to devise any onze bes: 
method of obtaining the end desired. 
It should) be remembered, however, 
that what is principally neceseary is 
adequate ventilation without draught 
Formerly ventilation was seacifficed 
to warmth, the whole building being 
sealed up so closely that, as of 
course is inevjtable in such cascs, tho 
birds had to breathe the same air, 
with all its impurities, ifme and time 
again, to say nothing of the equally 
disastrous effect that the place be: 
come damp, and fowls k?pt in such a 
house al} winter will almost surely 
sufer from croup, and other ailments 
while those more hardy birds which 
manage to avctd actual illness, will 
never do satisfactorily in the way of 
egg production. 

If the house is deop enough to pre- 
vont snow from blowing in on the 
roosts, it is best, in the opinion of 
the writer, to leave the entire front 
out altogether and at all ttmes. If, 
however, the house is not sufficiently 
deep for that, the next best contriy- 
ance ts the curtain front. Ordinary 
cotton, or. thin canvas, tacked across 
the open front, or where in other 
circumstances, the window should be 
is all that is necessary. 

If for any reason neither of these 
plans is practicable, adequate ventil- 
ation must be provided otherwise. A 
good large ventilator in the roof, the 
Ceiling being packed with straw to 
prevent a drauzht, the consequences 
of which will be almost as d'sas- 
trous as no ventilwtion at all. 

To be;healthy, vigorous, profit-earn 
ing hens, the -b rds must be kept tn 
‘houses giving room for plenty of ex: 
ercise, admitting plenty of sunshing, 
any amount of pure, fresh air, iree 
from draughts, and dry. With pro- 
per feeding, and in such a housa, tn 
hens will take an everlasting dedght 
in filling the egg-basket, although the

As the war goes on and personal 
tragedies multiply among families or 
friends, dgmand grows greater for 
some form of government supervision 
or registration or control that will 
show the ordinary citizen his duty. 
This province, indeed, the entire Do- 
minion, js full of men who are ca 
to serve in the best way possible. 
They may no: be, indeed they are 
usually not young men. ‘They hold 
in man, cases positions of responsib- 
ility and trust, They have duties to 
the public welfare in civil life that 
are continually impressed upon them 
as reasons why they should not offer 
for service at the front. They are 
not reluctant to offer, but they owe 
a divided duty and do not know in 
which dirgction to turn, Even apart 
from the question of service at the 
front, they feel a desire for some 
form of public service which has, not 
been opened to them and which they 
would eagerly undertake if offered, 

There are other kinds of men, yes 
and women, who are looking for gui- 
dance in these days of stress and 
trial, looking for someone in author- 
ity to tell them what they should 
do to make. themselves useful to their 
country—in what form, if any, they 
may offer themseives up for the coun 
try’s good, There are others, agetn, 
young men, strong men, without res- 
ponsibilities or heavy obligations, 
who have not. offered simply because 
thay have not thought deeply enough 
One sees them on the streets, in pub- 
lic places and recreation grounds, 
and wonders how they.feel whin they 
go home at night and reach the hour 
in which everyone faces only himseli, 
To these and others, an enrollmcn! 
of some kind for national servic2, un- 
dertaken and controlled by the gov- 
ernment, would be a godsend. More 
than two years have passed ~ since 
Canada threw her fate upon the 
scale of war. The youth and middle 
aged of the country have done nobly 
in the ranks of volunteers. Surely by 
now the government might have or 
ganized a better and more equitable 
system of public service than that 
which suited us in the cld days. Sure 
ly the government will not wait very 
much longer for the inauguration 
of some scheme by which the people 
may attain their highest usefuln-ss 
in public service.—Ex-
